WEST CORK MINING COMPANY—JUDGMENT. 
COURT OF CHANCERY, DUBLIN—JAN, 14. 

Pixe c. Vicuns.—Ia this important cause, which occupied the Court of 
Chancery for tweive days during the last term, the Lono CHANCELLOR 
this day gave jadgment. His lordship, who took upwards of two hours in 
the delivery of bis judgment, entered into an elaborate review of the whole 
ease, The late Lord Andiey leased, in February, 1834, his valuable mines io 
the county of Cork (which had been in the hands of the Irish Mining Com- 
pany) to Mr. Joseph Pike, of London, for the sum of 165,0001., the latter 
undertaking to form « company, which was accordingly done, under the sanc- 
tion of an Act of Parliament, and was called the West Cork Mining Com- 
paoy. Lord Audley became himeelf a shareholder to the extent of 65,0001., 
and allowed 22,0001, of the purchase-money to remain in the hands of the 
company for three years, without iaterest, as a working capital.

Lord Audley 
died jn a few months after, in January, 1657, 20d Mr4Pike, as his executor, 
proved his will in this country, and in that capacity, filed a bill against Vi- 
gers, ac the representative of the company, for payment of the purchase- 
money. The Lord Chancellor, upon the whole of the case, gave it as his 
opioion that up to the period of the making of the contract no proof what 
ever existed of fraudulent misrepresentation of property upon the part of 
the late Lord Audley, nor could he be visited with the subsequent acts of 
Mr. Pike, even if they were improper, inasmuch as he did not appear to take 
any partin them, His lordship could not, therefore, take upon himself to 
brand the memory of the late Lord Audley with fraudulent misrepreseatation, 
to do which no grounds whatever existed. His lordship therefore decreed 
that the executor of Lord Audley was entitled to the relief prayed by his bill, 
and the defendant's Will in the cross enuse should be dismissed.

Thit 
is, however, the natural result of the enormous failures which have 
happened within the last few years, in the prosecution of under. 
takings inconsiderately embarked in during those periodical ex- 
citements of the public mind, when every object is beheld through 
the mist of error and exaggeration. ‘Time can alone remove this 
depression, @hich, however, is by no means peculiar to mining, 
being shared by numerous other enterprises, commenced under 
similar auepices, and partaking of the same latent sources of failure 
and disappointment, A gradual but certain recovery from thie 
depression is, probably, at the present time in operation, and will, 
we hope, be further developed during the year we have just com.

kind. Proceedings like these, now that the value of railways is 
so generally appreciated and understood, ought to form the eub-. 
ject of public reprehension and disgust. It is quite impossible | 
that in the present state of public opinion, they can ever be at- 
tended with success— and their continuance, as a mere measure of 
annoyance, cannot be too strongly deprecated. The difficulties of 
every kind encountered by the first railway projectors, ought na- 
turally to smooth the way for later undertakings, and to lessen 
many of the expenses attendant on their construction. 

Disproportionate compensation for injuries, both real and ima- 
ginary, has been so often urged with success, and has been pro- 
ductive of so much benefit to the legal profession, that it will not 
readily be abandoned, as several recent examples have sufficiently 
proved. In foreign countries a course like this would be checked 
by a higher power legislating between the two parties, but we are 
glad to percetve that this interposition will in the present state of 
the public mind, be as effectually afforded by an English jury. 
The London and Brighton Railway a short time since resisted a 
claim for 34,0001. for landed property at that fashionable town, re- 
quired for their works, together with the moderate item of 10,0007. 
for injury done to the property adjoining. After a very careful in- 
vestigation of the facts, which lasted two days, the verdict of the 
jury awarded the sum of 10,000/. for the land, and 2950/. as a 
compensation for deterioration of property—the total demand thus 
being 44,0001., while the award was short of 13,000. A some- 
what similar case in the north was lately terminated ina very similar 
manner A demand of 1500/. was made for a certain piece of land 
required by the Manchester and Leeds Railway—500/. was offered 
by the company, but the verdict of a jury awarded only 475/.—thus 
throwing the burden of the costs upon the plaintiff—a lesson pro_ 
ductive of the most salutary effects, since it appears that three 
similar cases which were to have been brought into Court on the 
following day were amicably arranged instead betweeti the parties, 
without the interposition of a jury!

SHARES LN JOINT-STOCK COMPANIES, 
[PROM A CORRESPONDENT. } 

Ta these times of joint-stock association, the sound decision pronounced 
ia the Court of Review upon a petition entitled “ Richardson, in the matter 
of Richardson,"’ mast be of so much interest and importance to the com. 
mereiai world, that we trust we are doiag a useful service to our readers ia 
preseating it to their early notice, It establishes, in a formal manner, the 
availability of a very lange clase of city securities, which, thougd always held 
valid by the best opinions, were declined by many leaders and creditors, from 
the supposed uncertainty of the jaw affecting them, We refer to equitable 
mortgages of transferable shares, now determiued to be valid notwithstanding 
a baakruptey. 

By what is called a legal mortgage, that is a mortgage of which all the 
legal requisites are complete, the jaterest ia the property mortgaged is trans- 
ferred from the mortgager, who borrows, to the mortgagee, who leads, under 


| 
& proviso that the borrower, on repaying the loan, shall have a recoaveyance 


cf the property. Where the property coasists of land, which can pase only 
by deed, it is very usual, ie order to avoid the expense of a legal mortgage, 
for the borrower to place the tithe deeds of his estate in the bands of the 
leader, or of some trustee for the leader, with or without (but oftener with) 
a written declaration that they are to deposited as a security for a certain 
sam advanced by the leader to the borrower, If the borrower afterwards 
become bankrupt, the estate, though left in his possession dowa to the very 
momeat of his bankruptcy, is thas exempted fron the grasp of his assignees, 
and rendered tiable ia the first place to the repayment of the loan thus spe. 
cifically advanced upon the credit of it. 

Where the subject matter consists not of land, but of goods whereof the 
property passes by delivefy, there (except ia the case of shipping, which te 


regulated by a special enactment) a mortgage, without transfor of the actual 
| posscesion, is unavailable; because (except as before excepted with respect 
| to shipping) the bankrupt law ensets that all goods or chattels of which the 


bankrupt, at the time of his bankruptcy, was the reputed owner, ehall, if 


| they were then (by the true owner's consent) in the bankrupts possession, 


order, or disposition, be distribatable for the benefit of the bankrupts genere 
creditors, For the most part, therefore, this kind of property can be effec. 
tually pledged as a security for a loan ouly whea actually delivered over into 
the keeping or coatrol of the leader, 

There is a large class of jatermediate cases, where the property le ia the 
hauds of a thind person; as where it consists of goods in the East facta 
Company's warehouses, which it is that company's usage to deliver to any

The shares of a joint-stock company are of a nature not precisely anale. 
gous to any of the beforementioncd propertica. Mut they hte most of them 
this incident of landed estate, that every freeh transfer of them requires a 
deed, which is usually a short plain printed instrament, fled aad kept by the 
officer of the company; for the mere certifioates, whieh are given to the 
shareholder, generally pasa no tithe whatever to the shares, aad are mere 
memoranda, The deed fied with the company's officer le the only setual 
title. Since joiat-stock companies have come to be so aumeraus, aad thele 


| shares so valuable, it has become a most important question in the city how 


these shares could be made the subjects of security by way of mortgage, legal 
or equitable, They could not be legally mortgaged without a transfor to the 
lender ; but this, independently of the expense of stamps on transfer and re 
transfer, would make the leader a partuer in the company, and subject him 
to all ite calle and liabilities, It was soon pereeived, however, by those law.

A NEW MODE 
IRON DIRECT PROM THE ORF. 
TO THE KOITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 
Sim,—In last Saturday's Mining Journal an account is given of ‘' A 
New Mode of producing Wrought or Malleable Iron direct from the 
Ore ;'' and it is farther stated that a Mr. W. N. Clay bas patented the 


process. 
My object in now addressing you iz, to state that Mr. Clay's process, 
in your paper of the 12th inst., is most undoubtedly not « 
new one, as some friends of mine adopted the same plan of metallising 
the red hematite of Cumberland thirty years ago, and afterwards sinking 
it down in « charcoal finery, thereby producing iron of a very superior 
quality—in fact, some of it was converted into steel, and one of the par- 
ties bad « razor made from the steel, which he has often told me was a 
very good one. The same parties, however, carried their experiments 
much farther than Mr, Clay, for by continuing the heat for a longer period 
of time than was requisite to deozidise the hematite, and increasing like- 
w se the proportion of charcoal, they succeeded in producing steel from 
the ore at one operation, though | believe the quality was not such as to 
warrant them in continuing the process. 

It will probably be asked if the making of malleable iron directly from 
the ore was es successful as 1 have stated it to be, why was it discontinued / 
My reply to this question is, that I believe when the process came to be 
tried on a large scale, it was found, from the length of tine and ex 
of fuel, &e., required in proportion to the iron obtained, that it ne ond 
be afforded at such a price as to compete with thé iron produced by the 
processes commonly adopted. How far Mr. Clay's plan of using the 
waste heat from the balling furnaces, &c., may be the means of reducing 
oT of the process 1 am not prepared to say, but I am very

way with any ultimate prospect of succens. 
rom what I have here stated I think you will be convinced that Mr,

NORTHAMPTON COAL COMPANY.

It is now nearly three years since a few highly respectable and enterprising 
individuals formed themaclves into a company, for the purpose of sinking a 
shaft to procure coal, on an estate, the property of G. Cook, Esq, at Kings- 
thorpe, about two miles from Northampton. Ani of shares 
were immediately taken, and 2529 have paid up their shares of 3/. a-share, 
beside 11. per share, that has been agreed upon since. Two years last July, 
men were engaged from the coal counties, aod began to sink a shaft; and 
although having had to contend against innumerable difficulties in the 
breakage of machinery, and a powerful influx of water, have sunk to the 
depth of 400 yards, aod during this progress they have not met with a vein 
of coal. They appear to be sanctioned by the opinion of several experienced 
individuals, who have examined the works, that the various strata which 
have been gone through, are very favourable to the discovery of 
coal. About three weeks since, every body was on the tip-toe of expectation ; 
those that were not fortunate enough to hold shares, themselves for 
their folly——those that held them began to calculate the great source of 
wealth they would one day enjoy; every day that came the opinion was 
general that Mr. Whitehouse had bored through a vein seven feet thick; at 
last it became a certainty, and one of the largest shareholders laid a 100 to 5 
that a waggon-load dug out of the company's pit should be exhibited on the 
market. hill on a certain Moaday.
